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SCHOOL COMMITTEE’S REPORT. 


Your Committee submit the following Report : 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Joun M. Weare, Prudential Committee. C. Auacustus Perkins, Teacher. 


This district has but one term a year; and as Miss Perkins has been teacher 
_ for the two years just ended, the term lately closed may with propriety be called 
a continuation of her last year’slabor. Under her instruction the school, though 
small, has become interesting, and has made good progress. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Emory Brown, Prudential Committee. H. Marra Dow, Teacher. 


This school was divided into terms, with a separate register for each; but for 
convenience of arrangement in the table, one average has been made for Sum 
mer and Fall. Although Miss Dow had in the Winter larger scholars to con- 
trol, the order of the school appeared to improve gradually and steadily to the 
end. 


DISTRICT NUMBER 3. 


WiLuiaAM Beckman, Prudential Committee. C. Aucusta PrerKINS, Teacher 
of Summer Term; A. J. Sanporn, Teacher of Winter Term. 


This school, though not so large as the remaining two, is rather difficult to 
keep in good order. This may be owing, in part, to its having a larger share of 
small scholars. No blame belongs to the teachers for outside influences they 
cannot control. Miss Perkins succeeded weli in the summer and kept a good 
school, although it required much more care and labor than that which she had 
been teaching in District No. 1. Under the efficient management of Mr. San. 
born, who has taught several times in this District before, it was closed for tho 
year.

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DISTRICT NO. 4, 


Wo. B. Cuasz, Prudential Committee. Mrs. Marcarrt R. Moopy, Teach- 
er of Summer Term. Joun L. Criiey, Teacher of Winter Term. 


Among the scholars were a few by whom the executive abilities of Mrs. 
Moody were well tested and proved. She was also annoyed once during the 
Summer by the interference of a parent, while trying to enforce the proper dis- 
cipline of the school. These things, though discouraging to any teacher, did 
not prevent her from keeping a school that gave good satisfaction to your Com- 
mittee. 


The Winter Term was closed before a second visit was made; but as Mr. 
Cilley isan experienced teacher, and has taught three times in the District be- 
fore this, we have reason to believe the time well spent by teacher and pupils. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Cuartes S. Dow, Prudential Committee. Lizzir S. Exvxins, Teacher of 
Summer Term. Josepn M. Eaton, Teacher of Winter Term. 


Miss Elkins was the only teacher who had not taught in this town before. 
On visiting, found the classes well arranged, and the general appearance indi- 
cating a successfully conducted school. Asa sufficient guarantee of the profit 
of the Winter School, nothing more need be noticed than the fact that Mr. 
Eaton has given satisfaction in this District several times before. 


In this brief report of the several Districts, it may be noticed that nothing 
has been said of the recitations, and very little of the order.» With the recita 
tions we have no fault to find. In nearly every District may be found a few 
scholars naturally dull, while such as were disposed to indolence, we believe, 
were in most instances brought to the proper mark by the exertions of the 
teachers. To give a correct report of the order, and at the same time to do 
justice to the teachers, it is necessary to take into account the training that most 
of the scholars receive at home. It needs no private acquaintance with indi- 
vidual families to know that a large majority of parents exert over their children 
no controlling influence in regard to their general conduct at school, or to the 
respect and obedience they owe the teacher. Ought we to expect schools with 
good order when scholars are not taught at home that they must be obedient in 
school? We may have the best teachers that natural abilities and experience 
can make, but until parents will learn and do their duties, our schools will fail 
in many important respects, and will be no credit to the town. What is 
learned by the different studies is profitable, but is by no means all that should 
be learned. Most of our schools are in a condition where no manners, self 
respect, or any moral or religious influences can be brought to bear on the 
scholars with any lasting impression. We repeat, the teachers, whatever their 
qualifications, cannot help it. The fault belongs to parents and citizens—those 
who are alone responsible for the character of the town and its shools. 

For the purpose of encouraging those who kept a punctual attendance during 
a whole term, their names are given. The only instance given is for the Winter 
Term of District No. 8:—Lucy A. Dow, Adelaide A. Rowe, William E. Rowe, 
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‘and Charles F. Rowe. These were not absent one half day through the term. 

In conclusion we will briefly call the attention of those interested, to the fol- 
lowing points. Tardiness and dismissals have become so common as to make 
it almost impossible for the teachers to keep a record of them. These faults can 
be remedied best by parents. More visits ought to be made to the schools. The 
reasons need not be mentioned here; every reflecting person ought to know 
them. If parents do not have enough interest to give a little personal attention 
to the welfare of the schools where their children are sent to acquire what little 
education many of them will probably ever receive, they ought not to find fault 
if the teachers and superintending committee should disregard their duties and 
look forward te nothing but the wages they are to receive when their respective 
terms of service shall have ended.
